REMARKS 

Applicant acknowledges, with thanks, receipt of the Office Action mailed November 16, 
2004. Claims 1-20 are pending in the instant application. The Examiner has rejected claims 1-4, 
7-11, 14-16 and 19-20 as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,859,642 to Jones and claims 5-6, 
12-13, and 17-18 as being unpatentable over Jones in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,037,937 to 
Beaton et al. Applicant has canceled rejected claims 1-20 and has added new claims 21-32 to 
more accurately claim that which Applicant regards as the invention. No new matter has been 
added to the application. 

Non-Art Matters 

I. Specification 

The Examiner has asserted that the specification contains a typographical error. The 
Applicant acknowledges, with thanks, the invitation to correct the error and has included herein a 
replacement paragraph correcting said error. Reconsideration of the specification objection is 
respectfully requested, 

II. Drawings 

The Examiner has determined that Figure 1 of the originally filed drawings depicts prior 
art and has requested the Applicant to submit a revised Figure 1. Accordingly, Applicant has 
included herein a replacement sheet containing revised Figure 1 as well as a sheet showing 
changes. Reconsideration of the drawing objection is respectfully requested. 

Art Matters 

I. Claim Rejections - 35 U-S.C. § 102 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-4, 7-11, 14-16 and 19-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,859,642 to Jones. The Applicant has cancelled claims 
1-4, 7-11, 14-16 and 19-20 and added new claims 21-32. 

New claims 21-32 are directed to a customizable key, the function of which is set to a 
most frequently used function or a most recently used function, in connection with a document 
processing operation. The subject invention is directed to a virtual key on the user interface of a 
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document processing device, such as a facsimile machine, copier, printer, and the like. The 
subject invention adapts a customizable key on a user interface to one-click select the most 
recently used or the most frequently used document processing command. In contrast, Jones is 
directed primarily to a virtual reality environment. Jones does not teach or suggest a 
customizable key for document processing operations. Furthermore, Jones teaches a system and 
method for a virtual key contained within a virtual reality environment, accessed by a user via a 
head-tracking device. As Jones requires the use of extensive processing power and other virtual 
reality equipment, Applicant respectfully submits that Jones represents non-analogous art. 

Accordingly, Jones fails to teach or suggest a user interface of a document processing 
device. Thus, Jones does not teach or suggest the use of a customizable key set to a most 
frequently used document processing function, or a most recently used document processing 
function. 

IL Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 

The Examiner has rejected claims 5-6, 12-13 and 17-18 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Jones in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,037,937 to Beaton et al. 
Accordingly, Applicant has cancelled claims 5-6, 12-13 and 17-18. 

New claims 21-32 are directed to a customizable key. The function of the customizable 
key is set to the most frequently or most recently used document processing operation. In 
contrast to the present invention, Beaton is directed primarily to a graphical user interface 
adapted for use on a small, portable electronic device. Thus, Beaton does not teach or suggest a 
customizable key for use in docimient processing operations. 

None of the cited references, alone or in combination, teach a customizable key having a 
function set by a most recently used or a most frequently used document processing operation. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that all present claims are patentably 
distinct over the art of record and in condition for allowance thereof Applicant respectfully 
requests that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case. If the Examiner believes there
